Arabs seek military 
nuclear potential

TEL AVIV. — The Arabs are 
definitely seeking military nuclear 
potential, Prof. Moshe Arens, MK, 
Adviser to the Israel Aircraft Indus- 
try and former lecturer at the Tech- 
nion, said yesterday at the first pub- 
lie symposium held by the Israel 
Institute for Strategic and Policy 
Analysis (Stratis), at the ZOA House 

Se said participation of Egyp- 
tian engineers in the successful γος 
cent Indian nuclear bomb develop- 
ment project and acquisition of 
additional know-how that would 
follow erection: of nuclear power 
Stations In Egypt should facilitate 
this end. τ 

The recent Vietnam and post-Six 
Day War battles in the Middle Hast 
had influenced the emergence of an 
entirely mew generation of wea- 
pons that will render existing cate- 
gories of weapons obsolete, Prof. 
Arens said. “The side that will 
first obtain possession of these 
arms will obtain a significant ad- 
vantage,” he noted, 

Citing such new weapons ag the 
‘Sagger anti-tank missile, the latest 
Sam anti-aircraft types and the 
Israeli-developed Gabriel as typical 
examples, Prof. Areng said that in 
some cases a weapon costing only 


᾿ 8 few hundred dollars could destroy 
. & target costing a million dollars 


or more. 
Professor <Arens stressed the 
“thne and space” element in mo- 
dern warfare. Increased firepower 
and mobility gives added advantage 
to first strike operations; while thie 
ability to absorb this hinges in- 
creasingly, on available hinterlands 
for regroupings into defensive posi- 
tions and for counter offensives. 
The Frog and Scud ground-to- 
ground missiles available to Egypt 
and Syria could help these two 
countries overcome the effective 
sealing off of Israell air space to 
conventional air attacks, Prof. 


‘ Arens said. 


Speaking on the Middle East in 
US. policy, Dr. Arnon Guttfeld, 
lecturer on U.S. History at Tel 
Aviv University, said that the 
Middle East was a typical example 
of second level American priorities 
and options. The Americans are 
intent on avoiding ἃ direct con- 
frontation with the Soviet Union — 
the American continent, Europe and 
the War East ranking higher in 
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terms of vital U.S. interests than 
the Middle East. 3 

But the disappearance of Israel 
would be detrimental to US. inter- 
ests in this arena, Dr. Guttfield 
said, in that it might touch off a 
chain reaction which could also 
affect other pro-Western countries 
in this part of the world. Uiti- 
mately, it would also mean a tell- 
ing defeat of Western arms by 
Eastern-designed military hardware. 

Dr. Amnon Sela, of the Institute 
for Soviet Studies, noted that Soviet 
instructors with the Egyptian and 
Syrian armies had been able to 
apply only parts of the Soviet 
military doctrine, adapting these to 


‘leeal conditions and ‘abilities, and 


taking into account lessons Jearriéd 
from: the Six Day War. 

Specifically, this included aban- 
donment of the idea of strategic 
targets, offensive sweeps and a more 
dynamic use of their air forces in 
favour of closer operative coordina- 
tion between the two fronts and a 
Massive use of sophisticated (but 
easy to use) defensive weaponry, Dr. 
Sela said. 

Dr. Oded Bran, also of the USSR 
Institute, noted the pessimism now 
displayed by Soviet media on the 
future of USSR-Arab relations.

WASHINGTON (UPI). — To 
a nation weary_and disillu- 
sioned from the Watergate or- 
deal, perhaps the strongest to- 
nic that Gerald Rudolph Ford 
Jr. can offer the American peo- 
ple is his reputation for old- 
fashioned honesty. 

His great ambifion, never rea- 
lized because his party was ne- 
ver in the majority, was to be- 
come Speaker of the House of 
Representatives where he served 
for a quarter-century, the last 
nine years as 8 hard-working, 
popular Republican leader. 

‘When President Nixon tapped 
him jJast October to succeed the 
disgraced Spiro T. Agnew, Ford 
swallowed his reluctance out of 
loyalty to his party and to ‘Nixon, 
and won overwheiming approval 
of the House and Senate to be 
the nation’s 40th Vice-President. 

“Ym not at all Interested in 
the Vice-Presidency," she said then. 
“I love the House of Represen- 
tatives, despite the long, irregular 
hours. 


“Sometimes, though, wher it’s 
late and I'm tired and hungry, 
on that long drive home to 
Alexandria, as I go past 1600 
Pennsylvania, Avenue (the White 
House), I do seem to hear a Ht- 
tle voice saying: ‘If you lived 
here, you'd be home now’.” 

But Ford resisted the lure of 
that little voice, and insisted he 
never aspired to the White House. 

Until Nixon finally made the 
fatal admission that he took part 
in the Watergate cover-up almost 
from the beginning, the 61l-year- 
old Ford staunchly defended Nixon 
and voiced confidence in the Pre- 
aldent's innocence of any wrong- 
doing. At the same time, walking 
a delicate political tightwire, Ford 
staked out a position of inde- 
pendence by urging Nixon to co- 
operate fully with court and con- 
gressiomal demands for secret 
Watergate tapes. 

‘From his past record in the 
House, Ford as President could 
be expected to pursue the gen- 
eral outlines of Nixon's foreign 
and conservative domestic poli- 
cies. But Ford, observed one ad- 
viser, ‘is not a statesman — 
he’s a politician.” 

‘Thus, given his past history 
of flexibility and compromise on 
legislative issues, some observers 
believe Ford would be an un- 
known quantity until he could 
put his own stamp on the Pre- 
sidency, much in the manner of 
Barry S. Truman, the lHttle- 
known man from Missouri who 
succeeded Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

The men Ford chooses to be 
his’ closest advisers and Cabinet 
members might provide the best 
clue to the direction he will take. 
As Watergate closed in on Nixon, 
it was widely reported that Ford 
might name former Gov.

WASHINGTON (UPI). — The re- 
signation of a U.S. President is 
accomplished, by law, by delivering 
a letter of resignation to the office 
of the Secretary of State. Resigna- 
tion immediately shifts to the Vice- 
President the mantle of power. 

Mr. Nixon's is the first presi 
tial resignation in U.S. history. 
But the process is well defined by 
law and by practices developed in 
the eight times that presidents. 
have died in office. 

The procedure for presidential 
resignation was established in the 
first presidentia] succession act on 
March 1, 1792.
